[Text] From a political point of view, the national convention of the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party (DJP) yesterday was somewhat lackluster, because it 
dispensed with the p~ocess of electing a new party president. 


The party constitution empowers President Chon Tu-hwan to head the DJP during 
the rest of his 7-year presidential term which ends in 1988. 


The DJP celebrated the biennial convention as an occasion to renew its resolve 
to play a pivotal role in creating an advanced nation, advancing politics and 
achieving national unification. 


The ruling party claimed it is capable of accomplishing the three goals on the 
strength of what it has achieved in the past 2 years. 


Noting a new political modus operandi marked by openness and dialogue has 
begun to take hold, the DJP took credit for the present political stability. 


Moreover, it alleged it has established a tradition of a political party's 
financial self-reliance while contributing to changing the people's attitudes 


and values. 


Some of the boasts are reasonable. It is true that the DJP has brought about 
political stability in the relatively short period of 2 years and has set a 
new pattern in party operation. 


The DJP in some respects is unlike the previous ruling parties. 


Pirst, it showed it has considerable influence over the government as manifested 
in last vear's postponement of the introduction of the real name system for 
financial transactions. 


Second, it has relied to a large extent upon the membership dues to become 
financially self-sufficient. 
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Just as President Chon pointed out in his address to the convention, however, 
the DJP should realize that although its achievements may be many things have 
been left half-done or even undone, political observers said. 


The observers said the DJP is required to upgrade the quality of political 
Stability. 


Political stability based on the opposition parties’ implicit agreement or 
understanding is fragile, and true political stability comes only when rival 
parties succeed in reflecting the people's opinions faithfully, they stressed. 


The DJP has adopted democracy as one of its five founding ideals, and true 
democracy is possible only when the party ensures democracy in it, they said. 


Many political watchers said there is still much to be desired in the DJP's 
intra-party democratic process. 


Former DJP Chairman Yi Chae-hyong underscored the need for intraparty democracy 
on many occasion, implying something was wrong with the process. 


Many DJP lawmakers complained they are not allowed to take part in the 
decision-making of the majority party. 


By and large, many major decisions are made by a handful of senior officers 
and referred to official meetings for perfunctory approval. 


Professing to be a policy-oriented party, the DJP has endeavored to produce 
alternative policies, many of which were unattended to by the government. 


Political analysts, however, pointed out that it is wrong for the DJP to excel 
the government in formating policies. 


Instead of working out as many policies as possible, it should try to coordin- 
ate government policies, determining priority to them, they said. 


As the general elections are less than 2 years away, opposition parties are 
most likely to launch stiff offensives toward the ruling DJP. 


Political observers said the DJP should exercise political capabilities in 
coping with the forthcoming offensives from opposition parties. 


Rival parties agreed last December to conclude deliberation on the opposition- 
proposed amendments to the National Assembly iaw and the local autonomy law by 
the end of next month and June respectively. 


Saving the time has come to discuss ways to revitalize parliamentary policits, 
political watchers said the DJP cannot afford to turn a deaf ear to the 
opposition demand continuously, because advanced politics does not mean quiet 


politics. 
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Up to now, the DJP has devoted a great part of its energy to revamping and 
Strengthening its organization. 


However, the DJP should redouble its efforts to take root among the people 
by attending to their wants more effectively, political observers said.

DJP TO INSTITUTE PANEL AS OPERATIONAL ‘CENTERPIECE'

[Text] Seoul, 23 March (YONHAP)--The ruling Democratic Justice Party will 
institute a standing panel within its central executive committee as a center- 
piece of party operations, a party source said Wednesday. 


Explaining a draft amendment to the party constitution, the source said that 
the proposed standing panel will consist of the five key party post holders 
and five central executive committee members. 


The panel, a revised version of the conference of party post holders, will be 
empowered to deal with routine and emergency party business and tasks assigned 
by the central executive committee. 


The party policy research institute will be renamed the National Policy Research 
Institute which will demote itself to formulating new medium and long-term 
policy measures, analyzing internal and external situations and further 


developing major party planks. 


Currently, the chief planks of the party platform are nationalism, democracy, 
justice, welfare, national unification, but the party charter amendment calls 
for the creation of an "advanced homeland" as a new party plank. 


In order to step up the policy-formulating function, the policy coordination 
office, which is under the wing of the secretariat, will be brought under the 
control of the policy deliberation committee, and the number of committee 
vice chairmen will be augumented from the current five to 10. 


Once the revised party constitution is approved by the national convention, 
scheduled for 28 March, the authority to convene caucus of party lawmakers 
will be transferred from the party chairman to the floor leader and the re- 
sponsibility for the management of party funds from the financial committee 


to the secretary general, the source said.

GOVERNMENT FOR NON-COOPERATION--The first opposition Democratic Korea Party 
(DKP) charged the government and the ruling Demccratic Justice Party (DJP) yes- 
terday with having disregarded the national assembly by rejecting its demand 

for the appearance of Deputy Premier and Economic Planning Minister Kim Chun- 
song in the meeting of the commerce-industry committee Tuesday. In a statement, 
party spokesman Rep Mok Yo-sang said it was a deep regret that the party had 
failed to question the government oil price policy as a result of what it 

termed lack of cooperation by the government and the DJP. The DKP reiterated 
its objection to the government decision aimed at diverting money to be accrued 
from OPEC price cuts to the oil stabilization fund in violation of the petroleum 
business law. Rep Kim Wan-tae, spokesman of the Korea National Party joined 

the DJP in assailing the government, arguing that the deputy premier should have 
appeared before the panel since the government oil price policy had a direct 
effect on the lives of the people. The Tuesday meeting of the commerce-industry 
committee was virtually aborted as the KDP refused to return to their seats 
unless the deputy premier appeared before the panel to give testimony on the 
government oil price policy. The government decided to effect only 30 percent 
of the OPEC price out margin in domestic oil prices and absorb the remaining

Pak also said that President Chon Tu-hwan officially reported 41 gifts he 
received from foreign dignitaries and that the prime minister office and 12 
other agencies reported 41 and 179, respectively.

COUNTER TRADE SEOUL, 22 March--The government plans to set up an Inter-Ministry 
Barter Trade Committee as an increasingly large number of countries are seeking 
barter trade with South Korea. A Commerce-Iindustry Ministry official said 
Tuesday that pressure for barter trade with Korea from many countries is 
mounting and the absence of a government agency dealing exclusively with such 
barter transactions hampers international trade. For example, the Philippines 
has recently agreed to import from five Korean firms 29 million U.S. dollars 
worth of Korean fertilizer. But the export letters of credit have not been 
approved, because the Philippines wants the Korean firms to import Philippine 
bananas in exchange for the Korean fertilizer, according to the official. 

Taiwan has also proposed to trade its bananas for Korean pears, and such Latin 
American countries as Ecuador, Mexico and Argentina have also expressed readi- 
ness to buy Korean-made fire engines, textile fabrics and steel products with 
their crude oil and canned beef. The number of countries proposing barter

The Korean delegates, he said, requested the EC to lift some of the restric- 
tions on Korea's textiles, steel products, footwear and canned mushrooms. 


According to the official, they told the EC representatives that Korea, which 
spends six percent of its GNP for the defense of the free world, deserves 
better treatment from the EC than other newly industrialized countries. 


[hey requested the EC to consider the unique security situation of the Republic 
of Korea in setting quotas on Korean exports, he said. The two sides also 
discussed the establishment of joint ventures abroad. 


Saving that Korean-EC relations have been maintained through working-level 
talks, he emphasized that the regular high-level meeting will make it possible
